Utica, N. Y., Au g. 24.—Mr. Roose­ 
v elt came into Vice Presid ent Sher­ 
m an’s home town and began his long 
speech-mak ing tou r by sw atting Mr. 
Sherman. 
The colonel d id not m en­ 
tion names, becau se that was not nec­ 
essary . 
Ten thou sand farm ers and 
their wiv es gathered in a grov e of tall, 
gracefu l maple trees and sat and wait­ 
ed for the colonel to hit Su nny Jim. 
They d id not hav e long to wait and 
they roared with d elight when it came. 
The occasion was the second annu al 
picnic of the Herk im er and Oneid a 
Grangers. 
Ostensibly it was a time for farm 
talk ex clu siv ely , bu t Mr. Roosev elt 
had other things on his mind , follow­ 
ing political ev ents of y esterd ay . The 
colonel, after he got throu gh with a 
political stab, d ev oted himself to an 
interesting d eliv ery of a speech on 
things w'hich the farm ers ou ght to d o. 
Mr. Roosev elt, as he arose to speak , 
swept his ey e ov er the pictu resq u e 
crowd which was settled d own for the 
featu re of the picnic, and it rested u pon 
Senator 
Dav enport. 
The 
colonel 
beamed . 
He faced his au d ience. 
“I am glad to seee on the platform,” 
he 
shou ted , 
‘‘Senator 
Dav enport.” 
The seats shook and the crowd gav e 
the senator a hand greater ev en than 
T. R. receiv ed . It w'as a real ov ation. 
Dav enport, ard ent su pporter of d irect 
primaries, Hu ghes man, and a bitter 
foe of Sherman, who has been work ­ 
ing to throw him ou t and has repu d i­ 
ated him, w’as confu sed . 
He had not 
estim ated his popu larity , apparently . 
“I am glad ,” the colonel continu ed , 
when the cheering had ceased , ‘‘be­ 
cau se the only k ind of politics I care 
for is the k ind of politics where d ecen­ 
cy is combined with efficiency , and I 
hold that the only way by w’hich a 
politician can efficiently serv e his par­ 
ty is by helping the party to efficiently 
serv e the people, and becau se the sen­ 
ator and those associated with him 
who hav e stood for those principles 
are on the platform .”

known that a loss of $21,998.98 has 
b een suffered b y the city of Richmond 
during this time as a result of the 
shrinkage due to the payment of in­ 
terest after property owners had met 
their ob ligations in adv ance of the 
wraiv ered period. 
For instance, if John Smith's assess 
m ent for the making of a sidewalk 
improv ement is $150 and he decides to 
take ten years in which to pay, waiv er 
improv ement b onds b earing 5 per cent 
interest per annum are issued and 
sold b y the contractor to whom they 
are deliv ered. 
The b onds run ten years, b ut if John 
Smith at the end of two years decides 
that he wishes to do away with the in­ 
stallm ent plan of meeting his assess 
ment and pays the b alance in one In­ 
stallment, the city demands only one 
year’s additional interest. 
The b onds 
run eight years more and unless the 
city calls them in, which it has the 
legal right to do, the interest for the 
remaining sev en years m ust b e paid j 
annually out of the city’s coffers. 
If it happened that only once in a i 
long time these waiv ered assessm ents j 
w'ere paid up b efore the period for j 
which they were taken had expired, 1 
there would b e little for a city to j 
grumb le ov er, b ut as a m atter of iact j 
there is a large percentage of property j 
owners who pay up their full assess­ 
ments b efore the ten years expire, and 
many of them make full settlem ent 
after the first or second year.
